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WE DON’ T HEAR | too much from sitting 
members of the United States Supreme 
Court defending their positions on decisions 
made a couple of years earlier. 

Justice Sam Alito is the exception this 
time, defending unlimited corporate spend- 
ing in elections. The case called Citizens 
United was decided in 2010 on a 5-4 vote, 
with Mr, Alito one of the five aye votes. 

In a nutshell, the Court decided corpora- 
tions and unions should be treated as ordi- 
hary citizens when it comes to contributing 
money to political causes, and the law does 
not require that the names of contributors be 
disclosed. 

The decision was blamed — or credited — 
with the record spending in this year’s pres- 
idential and congressional election cam- 
paigns. The spillover probably helped deter- 
mine the fate of five constitutional amend- 
ments in Michigan, all of which tost. 

According to printed reports, $90 million 
was spent by groups trying to adopt the 
Michigan amendments, and another $60 
million by groups trying to defeat the pro- 
posals.

Justice defends corporate spending in politics 


“The question is whether speech that goes 
to the very heart of government should be 
limited to certain preferred corporations, 
namely media corporations,” Mr. Alito said. 


“Surely the idea that the First Amendment 
protects only certain privileged voices 
should be disturbing to anybody who 
believes in free speech.” 

I admit I’m neither judge nor lawyer, but 
the results of this decision and the reasoning 
the Court majority used in arriving at the 
decision are quite strained. It’s a bad deci- 
sion, and the negative results to the election 
process in this country are only beginning to 
be felt. 

‘Money is necessary in politics, but money 
should not be limitless nor secret.

MORE JUDGES — Here’s another com- 
ment about the judicial process, this time the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 

Justice Brian Zahra was appointed to the 
court two years ago by Republican Gov, 
Rick Snyder to fill a vacancy, which main- 
tained the Republicans’ 4-3 edge on the 
Court. 

Mr. Zahra had to run in November to keep 
the job. He won, and the court continues its 
GOP majority. 

In an Associated Press article shortly 
before the election, Justice Zahra defended 
4-3 political division on the seven-member 
Michigan court. 
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“I take great issue with people who say 
the 4-3 split is a partisan split or is some- 
thing bad,” he said. 

“If everything cam> out 7-0 or 6-1, then 
the Supreme Court is not taking the right 
cases ... It represents a philosophical divide. 

“There should be a different philosophy in 
the judiciary, and that should be the choice 
that people make at election time.” 

It sounds to me that Justice Zahra wants 
all cases reaching the Michigan Supreme 
Court to be decided on a 4-3 vote or nearly 
that close, and that any legal question that 
draws a 6-1 or 7-0 decision has no place 
before the court. 

Justice Zahra’s “right cases” coming 
before the court, representing “a philosoph- 
ical divide” should bring business decisions 
or worker decisions, insurance company 
decisions or policy holder decisions, man- 
agement decisions or union decisions, 
Republican decisions or Democratic deci- 
sions, 

Court critics often complain that’s the 
way the system works now with our strange 
mix of partisan nominated but non-partisan 
elected Supreme Court Justices. 

That’s not the way it should be.

They all hold degrees in the 
study of law. What happens in the judicial 
process that too often turns out multitudes 
of widely ranging opinions? 

Maybe Judge Zahra is right. In his world, 
politics - which in one way or another, elec- 
tive or appointive — has bestowed the judi- 
cial robes upon these human beings. 

Can we change the Zahra rules of 
jurisprudence and assure that our courts at 
all levels are controlled by men and women 
who can and will put aside pre-conceived 
personal philosophies and decide each case 
on its individual merit?

Bed bugs return to Michigan 


Health to 


Rapid 
spread of bed bug infesta- 
tions is a result of bed bugs’ 
ability to travel so easily. 
‘For decades, these tiny 
pests were almost non-exis- 
tent in our state, thanks to 
improved living standards 
and the widespread use of 
insecticides,” said MSU 
Extension educator Cathy 
Newkirk. “Today, however, 
they have made a dramatic 
comeback. Bed bugs have 
résistance to 
many widely used pesti- 
Couple this with 
increased travel and the 
transient nature of many 


segments of the population, 
and we have the perfect for- 
mula for the rapid spread of 
infestations.” 

Newkirk explained that 
bed bugs can be found in 
any setting and any type of 
space. Because of their abil- 
ity to hide, they are difficult 
to control. People do not 
notice they are in an infest- 
ed location and, once estab- 
lished, these bugs can 
quickly travel, either on 
their own or as hitchhikers 
on people’s clothing or 


belongings. 
“They can be found in 
shelters, hotels, dorm 


rooms, hospitals, schools, 
apartments and homes. Bed 
bugs will infest any human 
dwelling, from the most 
cramped student apartment 
to the most luxurious five- 
star hotel,” Newkirk said. 
Bed bugs do not transmit 


contagious diseases, but 
red, itchy swelling is seen at 
the sight of the bite. Young 
children and older adults 
who live in homes infested 
with bed bugs may suffer 
from anemia. Studies have 
shown that allergens emit- 
ted in bed bug environments 
can Cause reactions in peo- 
ple with asthma; repeated 
exposure can lead to more 
severe localized or general- 
ized allergic reactions. 

“Bed bugs are difficult to 
control because they are so 
skilled at hiding. The good 
news in all of this is that bed 
bugs do not carry disease,” 
Newkirk said.

The bulk of the award, a 
$50,000 competitive grant 
the clinic received, will help 
families in four counties get 
greater access to diabetic, 
vision and oral health care.

The 
grants will assist the clinic 
in doubling the number of 
diabetic patients it serves, 
while reducing its number 
of patients with poor dia- 
betes control from 23 per- 
cent fo, less than 10 percent. 
The funding will also. help 
the clinic double the 
amount of primary care it 
provides and restore ser- 
vices for 40 oral health 
patients and 40 vision 
patients. Additionally, the 
clinic will now offer farm- 
ers’ market vouchers to dia- 
betic patients. 

“The AuSable Free Clinic 
provides an outstanding ser- 
vice to our community and 
this grant is the result of 
strong partnership between 
our community and Blue 


Cross Blue Shield of 
Michigan,” said State 
Representative Pete 
Pettalia. 


The four counties the 
clinic serves have higher 
rates of uninsured people 
than the state average, up to 
18 percent compared to the 
14-percent state rate. The 
most populous of the four 
counties, Roscommon, is 
ranked 78 out of 83 coun- 
ties for health factors, 
according to the Robert 
Wood Johnson Foundation 
county health rankings. 
With 24,414 residents, 
Roscommon County has a 
federal poverty level of 22 
percent, higher than the 
State average of 14.8 per- 
cent.

cyber attacks

LANSING - A _ state 
cyber initiative is incorpo- 
rating the Michigan Cyber 
Range — a virtual training 
program — to prepare techni- 
cal staff, technology profes- 
sionals and university stu- 
dents for team combat 
against a cyber-atlack, in a 
real world setting. 
According to Dan 
Lohrmann, chief security 
officer for the state, a cyber 
range is a variety of tests on 
security equipment used in 
training. “Critical areas that 


will benefit from the 
Michigan Cyber Range 
include infrastructure 
defense, Homeland 


Security, criminal justice 
and law enforcement, acad- 
emic and educational pro- 
grams, and small and medi- 
um businesses,” he said. 

The training, run through 
Merit Network, based in 
Ann Arbor, prepares 
trainees to identify, prevent, 
and thwart cyber-attacks on 
vital infrastructure such as 
power grids and hospitals or 
personal identities and 
finances 

Lohrmann Said the Range 
is very advanced technical 
training for technical and 
cyber teams on the latest 
techniques’ and advanced 
capabilities to stop aggres- 
sive attacks against cyber 
networks. However, he said, 
“We also need to train the 
50,000 state employees, 
county employees, busi- 
nesses, etc. because every- 
one has a'role in this and not 
‘Wétybddy will be trained at 
the Cyber Range. 

“I’m not aware or seen a 
major breach in Michigan 
for the seven years of being 
the chief information securi- 
ty officer for the state,” he 
said. 

Lohrmann said Cyber 
Range training is preven- 
tive, designed to be proac- 
tive measures against situa- 
tions Michigan has seen in 
other state governments. In 
South Carolina, a foreign 
hacker broke into the data- 
base and its tax system com- 
promised more than 3.6 mil- 
lion citizen data records. 

Joe Adams, Merit’s exec- 
utive director of research 
and cyber security, said 
cyber attacks are a growing 
threat with the concern that 
these attacks can lead to sig- 
nificant financial and data 
loss. 

The Cyber Range pro- 
vides access to training con- 
tent wherever the user is, 
Adams said, and “when the 
state wants to hold cyber 
training, we can put that on 
the range and then connect 
one of their classrooms or 
conference rooms.” 

He said, “Training is defi- 
nitely needed so that people 
understand what they’re 
doing and how they need to 
use the tools they’re given.” 

Adams said state depart- 
ments choose employees to 
be trained and decide the 
length of the training. 

Kurt Weiss, public infor- 
mation director for the 
Department of Technology, 
Management and Budget, 
said the cost will be 
assumed by those who take 
the training but there is no 
set cost for a student to take 
the training. 

According to Lohrmann 
the cost of the Cyber Range 
and training is not being 
paid for by thé state but 
through grants, including 
$200,000 from FEMA, and 
the private sector. 

“There will be a review 
process for participants in 
the training but they don’t 
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want to get into the details 
of this process because they 
don’t want hackers to know 
exactly what they’re doing 
or planning for,’ Weiss said. 

“We use the Cyber Range 
as a partnership with areas 
of critical infrastructure like 
roads, water, food, gas or oil 
~ they all have components 
of cybersecurity.” 

The State Police is a 
Cyber Range partner. Gene 
Kapp, the assistant director 
for emergency management 
and homeland security, said, 
“One example of the part- 
nership is through the state 
police Cyber Command 
Center where we gather 
information on attacks, 
methods, trends, not just in 
the state but across the 
nation.” 

The Cyber Command 
Center is overseen by the 
state police working with 
the FBI and the Department 
of Homeland Security, Kapp 
said, 

He added, “There isn’t a 
specific area of cybersecuri- 
ty that the state police is 
looking into but it sees 
cyber crime as an up-and- 
coming issue that we have 
to deal with so we’re part- 
nering with Merit to see 
how we best thwart crime in 
the cyber world.” 

Kapp gave the example of 
a Michigan teenager getting 
bullied over the Internet 
with the criminal based in 
Missouri. “The state police 
partner with the FBI to 
investigate that case and 
possibly bring charges 
through the FBI. and not 
necessarily through the state 
police. The internet and 
cyber crime is so far reach- 
ing that it gives us the chal- 
lenge of also having to !ook 
at jurisdictions.” 

Adams said, “In order to 
maintain a technical certifi- 
cation, such as a Certified 
Information Systems 
Security Professional 
(CISSP) certification, you 
have to get a certain number 
of continuing education 
credits every year.” 

A CISSP certification is 
the credential for profes- 
sionals who develop poli- 
cies and procedures in infor- 
mation security, according 
to experts 

The range will provide 
enough training so that 
employees can take the 
exam. The company will 
help them maintain that cer- 
tification over the years, he 
added. 

Adams said the state has a 
two-year contract with 
Merit and the nature and 
cost of the training is still 
being worked out, depend- 
ing on the number, duration 
and type of training the state 
wants, 

Kapp said it’s also impor- 
tant and beneficial for the 
state police to connect with 
emergency managers for 
local counties. “They have 
information that we can 
share back and forth and if 
we can help counties better 
protect their systems and 
infrastructures; it will only 
make us stronger as a state. 

Adams said, “Michigan 
has a ready pool of infra- 
structure and manufacturing 
expertise and the state is try- 
ing to leverage those work- 
ers, get them trained in 
cybersecurity and hopefully 
continue building an indus- 
try here in Michigan. 

Lohrmann said businesses 
and citizens can use the 
Range and actually try 
cybersecurity measures out 
and see how they perform — 
does it stop malware, virus- 
es and attacks like adver- 
tised? It will provide a dif- 


ferent environment to test 
these practices, 

Michigan already has an 
industry in cybersecurity 
with Duo Networks, Arbor 
Networks and Secure 24 
among a long list of compa- 
nies already in this industry, 
Lohrmann said, “I foresee 
other states sending their 
people to Michigan for 
training.” 

Adams said the health 
care industry is an example 
of how cybersecurity train- 
ing would be highly benefi- 
cial because it’s “a highly 
regulated industry, especial- 
ly when it comes to medical 
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tatewide training 
designed to thwart 


records and electronic trans- 
fers. When you walk into a 
doctor’s office and see scan- 
ning machines and see that 
records are completely digi- 
tized, to people like me, it is 
all a target for a cyber 
attack.” 

In the health care indus- 
try, system and network 
administrators as well as 
people in charge of records 
management would take the 
training. Adams said the 
best training involves teams 
playing against each other 
and seeing how to attack 
and defend.

LANSING — Legislators 
in Michigan and other Great 
Lakes states are proposing 
to ban coal-tar pavement 
sealants that kill aquatic ani- 
mals and possible threaten 
human health. 

Such bans are in place in 
15 municipalities and two 
counties in Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, New York and 
Texas. Washington has a 
statewide prohibition 

Coal-tar sealant used pri- 
marily on parking lots made 
with coal-tar pitch, a human 
carcinogen, according to 
Environmental Science & 
Technology magazine 

The sealants contain poly- 
cyclic aromatic hydrocar- 
bons — PAHs for short ~ 
some of which are consid- 
ered probable human car- 


cinogens by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 


Industry experts say there 
is insufficient scientific evi- 
dence that coal-tar sealants 
adversely affect people or 
wildlife. 

But Rep. Dian Slavens, D- 
Canton Township, the spon- 
sor of a ban bill, said, “With 
it being a carcinogen, | 
thought we should keep pur- 
suing it so we can get this 
legisiation pushed through.” 

Slavens said she’s unsure 
what is holding up the legis- 
lation awaiting review in the 
House Committee on 
Regulatory Reform 

“TY have not heard from 
any groups, usually some- 
one will call you up and say, 
‘Why are you doing this?’” 
she said. “But | have not 
heard any negatives on my 
bill from any group.” 

Coal-tar sealants release 
large amounts of PAHs into 
the environment during 
application.

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erode, rain can wash them 
into lakes, rivers and streams 

That threatens both the 
Great Lakes watershed and 
human health, said Peter Van 
Metre, a research hydrolo- 
gist for the U.S. Geological 
Survey in Austin, Texas. 

PAHs don’t dissolve in 
water but build up in the 
sediment of lakes and 
Streams in urban and subur- 
ban areas that receive runoff 
from parking lots sealed 
with coal-tar. Once in the 
watershed, they can cause 
mutations and birth defects 
in aquatic life, Van Metre 
said, 

Levels have increased in 
the sediment of urban and 
suburban lakes since 2000 
even when other major 
sources, like power plants, 
have cut emissions. 

Negative effects on fish 
and other aquatic animals 
include inhibited reproduc- 
tion, fin erosion, liver abnor- 
malities, cataracts and death, 
according to Geological 
Survey reports. 

There have been no stud- 
ies on the negative human 
health effects of the sealant, 
Van Metre said. But because 
it contains multiple contam- 
inants that cause cancer in 
other animals, it is a proba- 
ble carcinogen for humans. 

Because PAHs don’t dis- 
solve in water, they don’t 
threaten the safety of drink- 
ing water, according to the 
Geological Survey. But peo- 
ple can absorb them through 
inhalation of wind-blown 
particles, ingestion of dust 
or skin contact. 

The Environmental 
Health Perspectives Journal 
reported that prenatal expo- 
sure to high-levels of air- 
borne PAHs can be linked to 
lower mental development 
at age 3. And Columbia 
University researchers found 
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a correlation between high 
levels of prenatal exposure 
and obesity at ages 5 and 7. 
Neither study made a dis- 
tinction about the source of 
PAHs or linked exposure 
directly to sealcoats. 

Such studies have prompt- 
ed legislators to propose 
bans of the coal-tar sealcoat 
in several states including 
Michigan, Illinois and New 
York. These bills remain in 
committee. 

Anne LeHuray, executive 
director of the Pavement 
Coating Technology 
Council in Alexandria, Va., 
said the only real impact of a 
ban is to hurt small business- 
es. 

“A ban would affect rev- 
enues, employment and it 
would have no environmen- 
tal benefit; I feel that is pret- 
ty demonstrable,” she said. 

“Local politicians in par- 
ticular are being misled — 
they are always looking for 
something they can do for 
their constituents, and coal- 
tar sealants are being made 
out to be such a horrific 
source of PAHs and it’s not.” 

She said the Geological 
Survey’s research has 
overblown the risk to human 
health and overstates the 
amount of PAHs produced 
by the sealants. 

Activists exaggerate the 
danger to humans, LeHuray 
said, and no one in the 
industry is aware of an 
insurance claim for damages 
or health problems from 
sealcoats. . 

The Geological Survey is 
wrong on the amount of 
PAHs released as well, she 
said. A report from the 
Pavement Council on PAH 
releases in New York and 
New Jersey shows coal-tar 
sealant contributing only 0.4 
percent of total PAHs 

That data is consistent

with what Van Metre found 
in Great Lakes states 

“In the Great Lakes 
region, the high levels of 


PAHs are due to the region’s 


history of coal stoking and 
iron production, not parking 
lots,” he said. 

But annually more PAHs 
are released into the envi- 
ronment by the application 
and wear of coal-tar sealcoat 
than from all vehicle emis- 
sions, said Van Metre 

Slavens said she wants to 
alert the public to a safer 
asphalt-based alternative 
that has 1,000 times fewer 
PAHs than coal-tar sealant 

But LeHuray said asphalt- 
based sealant doesn’t last as 
long, and as a petroleum 
product its price fluctuates 
with the price of oil. That 
unpredictability is why 
many applicators choose not 
to use it. 

“Someone seals a parking 
lot to protect their underly- 
ing investment in the 
asphalt,” LeHuray said. “If 
you are using the regular 
coal-tar base sealer it only 
has to be redone every three 
to five years. If you are 
using the asphalt base sealer, 
you have to redo it every one 
to two years. And there has- 


_ n't been a full scale study of 


how much environmental 
impact there is when one has 
to pave more often.”

“Pets can contribute fecal 
pollution to our waterways. 
This is mostly in the spring 
to fall when we are out 
enjoying the water with our 
pets,” said Joan Rose, the 
co-director of the Center for 
Water Sciences of Michigan 
State University. 

According to a survey by 
EPA, 40 percent of dog 
owners do not pick up their

waste pollutes waterways. 
And two or three days 
worth of droppings from a 
population of about 100 
dogs can contribute enough 
bacteria to temporarily 
close a bay and all water- 
shed areas within 20 miles 
to swimming and shell fish- 
ing. 

Abandoned pet waste pre- 
sents human health hazards 
to families and communi- 


ties, Rose said, including 
so-called “zoonotic” 
pathogens. 


“These are bacteria and 
parasites that infect the 
intestinal tract of humans 
and animals and are excret- 
ed in our feces which are 
poops. These pathogens can 
be transmitted from animals 
to humans and from humans 
to animals by contaminated 
hands, surfaces, food and 
water. These include bacte- 
ria like salmonella, and par- 
asites like cryptosporidium 
and giardia,” she said. 

Shannon Briggs, toxicol- 
ogist at the Department of 
Environmental Quality, said 
that people are doing a good 
job cleaning up after their

dogs. 

“Owners could prevent 
the pollution easily by being 
sure the dog has had its 
daily constitutional prior to 
the trip to the beach and by 
picking up after the dog. 
And many local communi- 
ties are educating their resi- 
dents how to take care of the 
problem,” she said. 

Rose said people should 
really be aware that their 
health and their pet’s health 
are linked. 

“Be sure to take any sick 
animal to the vet, especially 
young puppies that may be 
more prone to accidents and 
may also be more suscepti- 
ble to being sick with diar- 
rhea. Wash your hands and 
sanitize surfaces. Don’t 
drink untreated water and 
be careful about swimming 
at highly populated dog 
beaches,” she said. 

Only a small portion of 
beaches in Michigan are 
pet-friendly and Rose said 
that pets can not contribute 
as large a percentage of pol- 
lution as industry and agri- 
culture.

growing gap between 
haves and have-nots

LANSING — Michigan 
has a widening income gap, 
according to a_ national 
study by the Center on 
Budget and Policy Priorities 
and the Economic Policy 
Institute. 

The institute, a nonprofit 
research organization based 
in Washington, D.C., com- 
pared the incomes of the 
richest households to low- 
and middle-income house- 
holds, showing inequality at 
the state level. 

Elizabeth McNichol, co- 
author of the report and a 
specialist on fiscal issues, 
said that while income 
inequality is a national prob- 
lem, state governments can 
make changes that can help 
close the gap and promote 
more economic growth. 

“As state policy makers 
plan their budgets for next 
year, they should pursue 
policies that push back 
against the trend of rising 
inequality,’ McNichol said. 
“States that narrow — rather 
than widen — income gaps 
will reap economic benefits 
in the long run.” 

Actions state govern- 
ments can take include rais- 
ing the minimum wage, 
making tax systems less 


regressive, strengthening 
support for low-income 
workers, and improving the 
unemployment insurance 
system, according to the 
institute. . 

The study — which mea- 
sured Census Bureau 
income data from the late 
1970s through the late 
2000s — showed the widen- 
ing income gap is primarily 
attributed to falling incomes 
of the poor. 

According to the report, 
Pulling Apart: A State-by- 
State Analysis of Income 
Trends, there was an aver- 
age 10.3 percent drop in 
incomes among the bottom 
20 percent of Michigan 
households in the last 
decade. 

The richest 5 percent of 
households have incomes 
more than space 12 times 
larger than that bottom 20 
percent. 

Michigan was one of 11 
states where the incomes of 
the top 5 percent of house- 
holds increased by 85 per- 
cent to 162 percent. 

By contrast, income 
growth in the bottom fifth of 
households stayed below 27 
percent in all those states, 
and Michigan was the only 
state in which they actually 
fell, according to the report.

Judy Putnam, communi- 
cations director for the 
Michigan League for Public 
Policy, said the gap is large- 
ly due to long stretches of 
unemployment. 

Karen Holcomb-Merrill, 
policy director for the 
league, said she agreed with 
McNichol that policy 
changes would reduce the 
economic divide. 

“In years past, Michigan 
has been a shining example 
of an economy that works 
because of a strong middle 
class,” Holcomb-Merrill 
said. “We need to make sure 
our budget and tax system 
strengthen our low- and 
middle-income _—_ families 
rather than making life more 
difficult for them. 

Possible solutions include 
restoring the traditional 
unemployment period to 26 
weeks instead of the current 
20 weeks, returning the 
Michigan Earned Income 
Tax Credit to 20 percent and 
indexing the state’s mini- 
mum wage law to inflation 


to keep up with rising costs, 


according to the League 
Sheldon Danziger, a pro- 
fessor of public policy at the 
University of Michigan, 
researches the causes of 
such income gaps by study- 
ing the effects of economic 
policy changes on trends in 
poverty and inequality 
“Most economists cite 
several factors that have 
contributed to rising 
inequality,” Danziger said. 
“Labor-saving technological
